.The Prime Minister, Mr. Clement Attlee, today revealed to a crowd- _ 
ed Parliament the Government's economy cuts which usher in 
a new period of austerity for 50,000,000 Britons. 


The public galleries were packed with tense, -expectant faces as the Prime 
Minister rose to announce the measures necessary to:make devalua- 
tion of the Pound Sterling succeed and halt the advance of inflation. 
, Mr. Attlee said that the Government had decided to take action which, 
part from saving in defence, will have a total disinflationary effect 

of about £250,000,000 ‘a year.

trom attacks which -will not be 
lessened. But it does mean that
